Mr. and Mrs. Keeley’s engagement here has 
proved a decided hit. 

A very agreeable morning concert took place yesterday for the benefit 
of Signor Lardelli, in Hereford-street. There was some excellent Italian 
singing, and Rubini delighted the audience by several favourite pieces. 
Among other things he gave, in his very best style, a romance composed 
by Lardelli. “ Ella mai non sara mia.” It is a very elegant composition, 
and perfectly adapted to Rubini’s peculiar powers. Bellini’s air, “ Qui 
m’accolse,” sung by Rubini, and accompanied on the horn by Puzzi, like- 
wise excited well-deserved admiration. The other principal singers were 
Signor and Madame Ronconi, Mademoiselle E. Grisi and Osterzade, 
Signor and Madame Raggiero, Signor Largelli, &c. A fantasia on the 
pianoforte by Thalberg, announced to be his last performance in London 
this season, naturally excited great interest and admiration. There was 
also a very clever performance on the pianoforte by the juvenile artist, 
Michael Angelo Russo. 

The profits of the performance given in the Opera-room, on the 24th 
of June, for the benefit of the sufferers from the recent fire at Hamburgh, 
amounted to 600/. 1s. which, after deducting 50/. charged for permission 
for the Opera singers to assist, Mr. Moscheles has remitted to the proper 


authorities.

Critics.—About the middle of the last century the appellation of 
Theatrical Critic was considered as a badge of distinction, and was the 
top feather in the cap of gallantry and literature. It was sought after by 
most of the young men of fashion and polite acquirement; and he that 
could obtain this niche in the Dramatic Temple not only obtained a con- 
siderable share of fame, but of power and authority. These critics were 
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distinguished from the critics of the present day, by not being so by pro- 
fession, or rather by pecuniary engagements. They practised the art as 
amateurs; they appeared more in their own characters than as anony- 
mous writers, and required greater responsibility in point of learning, 
taste, and judgment. Indeed such was then the popular as well as scientific 
rage for the stage, that, to use the words of a venerable and respectable 
critic, “there were then four estates in the constitution of this country, 
viz. King, Lords, Commons, and the Theatres.”
